The manual became effective 
March 19 in the following states: 
Colorado, Iowa, Ulinois, Kentucky, 
_Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
“New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Wiscon- 
sin and Wyoming. It goes inte 
effect in Indiana and Oklahoma 
on April today and in Missouri 
when the rates are’ approved by 
the state insurance commissioner. 
There have been no drastic re- 
visions in fire and theft rates and 
collision and property damage rates 
are virtually unchanged. It is point- 
ed out that revisions made about 
balance each other and that the 
companies can expect to receive 
about the same volume of premium 
income. 

The collision premiums quoted are 
net premiums because of the elimi- 
nation of the bumper indorsement. 
Collision premiums on _ foreign 
makes must be increased three times 
in cases where parts are not main- 
tained by a distributor located in 
the United States or Canada. 

Passenger automobiles equipped 
with special or custom bodies 
which are not the standard prod- 
uct of the manufacturer must be 
specially rated. The conference 
has eliminated from the manual 
the rates for $250 deductible col- 
lision insurance because of the 
small demand during 1927. How- 
ever, the rates are available from 


the insurance companies when 
the protection is desired. 
Relative to the restricted theft 


| coverage rules which eliminate pro- 


tection for automobile accessories 
and equipment and limit the insur- 
ance to theft of the entire auto- 
mobile, it is pointed out that at- 
tachment of the clause now. is 
mandatory only in Chicago and.in 
both city and suburban Detroit ter- 
ritory; that accessories on fleets. of 
passenger automobiles and taxicabs 
can be protected in consideration of 
an additional flat charge of $12.50 
per car; and that dealers’ automo- 
biles can be protected in considera- 
tion of an additional rate of 50 
cents for each $100 of insurance.,

2 Genmbipg GA., April 2 (U. T. 
S.)—A temporary in- 
junction restraining the _ state 
public service commission from 
exercising any supervision or ju- 
risdiction over bus or coach lines 
in Georgia has been issued by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore of the Ful- 
ten Superior Court. 

The injunction was issued follow- 
ing a petition of seventeen owners 
and operators of buses and. bus 
lines controlling. it is said, 80. per 
cent. of the mileage covered by 
buses in the state. 

The petition states that coach 
and bus lines transporting only 
people and personal property are 
not “common carriers” and as a re- 
sult, are not “subject to the juris- 
diction and supervision of the state 
public service commission.

ORTLAND, ORE., April

GOING UPWARD

Chicago, April 2.—Oil men in 

this territory would not be sur- 

prised if motor gasoline hit a 7-. 
“eent level before the end of April. 
The current price. level is reach- 
ing what many term the “cracking 
point.” 

If the price should advance to 7 
cents, it is predicted that pressure 
stills will go into large-scale pro- 
duction in the Mid-Continent refin- 
ing district, where many of them 
have been idle for months. 

Refiners who contemplate in- 
creasing their cracking operations 
justify the proposed increase output 
of gasoline by pointing out that 
stocks, both in the Mid-Continent 
and throughout the country, are 
smaller than they were a year ago, 
whereas shipments of gasoline, pres- 
ent gasoline consumption and pro- 
spective consumption are consider- 
ably larger than they were a year 
ago. 

The gasoline market has been de- 
veloping into a seller's market for 
the first time in nearly a year 
Sellers have been testing out the 
real strength of the improvement 
and have not, for the most part, 
been willing to attempt to over- 
push prices.
